London rep orted that the Russians were driving south 
from the Caucasus, while the British were moving north 
into Southern Iran from Baluchistan. 
Berlin disp uted this, say ing that the British were driv­ 
ing due east from Iraq. 
That the German government attached the utmost im­ 
p ortance to the invasion of Iran w as shown by the bitter­ 
ness w ith which the move was attacked in Berlin. 
The German radio, quoting advices from Ankara, de­ 
clared that the small but crack Persian Army was resist­ 
ing the invasion, and sp oke

UNFINISHED BUSINESS 


A common rule in business is that work will not be p aid for 
until the job is comp leted. This is chiefly to insure that it will 
be finished satisfactorily and within a reasonable tme, although 
there may be additional reasons. 
This same p rincip le is sometimes carried over into tha laws 
that govern Public Notices of various kinds. Ohio has a statute, 
for examp le, which require* the p ublication of aehool district 
financial rep orts. To insure this it emp owers the school board 
to hold up p ayment of the clerk’s salary until the law is com­ 
p lied with. 
In other words, the clerk is sup p osed to comp lete 
his tasks or wuut for his p ay. 
The underlying p urp ose here is far more Imp ortant than 
merely to “hold out” on the clerk, if need be 
It is to insure 
’hat the finance« of this major p ublic activity shall be rep orted 
'» n regularly for the benefit of the taxp ayers. A related p urp ose 
m to forestall any misuse of p ublic fund* 
Ihia Is sound p ublic p olicy and should be followed to tha 
letter of the law. As the law so often p rovides, the best medium 
for carrying out tbia p urp ose i* tiie local newap ap er. 
Thia 
insurae a wide coverage and thorough reading while th* coat 
ia fixed by law.

A common rule in business is that work will not be paid for 
until the job is completed. 
This is chiefly to insure that it will 
be finished satisfactorily and within a reasonable tme, although 
there may be additional reasons. 
This same principle is sometimes carried over into the laws 
that govern Public Notices of various kinds. 
Ohio has a statuts, 
for example, which require* the publication of school district 
financial reports. 
To insure this it empowers the school board 
to hold up payment of the clerk's salary until the law is com­ 
plied with. 
In other words, the clerk is supposed to com plete 
his task* or w ait for his pay, 
The underlying purpose here is far more Important than 
merely to “hold out' on the clerk, if need be. 
It is to insure 
’hat the finances of this major public activity shall be reported 
on regularly for the benefit of the taxpayers. 
A related purpose 
is to forestall any misuse of public funds. 
This is sound public policy and should be followed to the 
letter of the law 
As the law so often provides, the best medium 
for carrying out this purpose is the local newspaper. 
This 
insures a wide coverage and thorough reading w'hile the cost 
is fixed by law.
